102 over Redei 1973: Applicant urges that Redei did not find cytoplasmic male sterility associated with the chm 
mutation, while the instant specification does show cytoplasmic male sterility; thus, the phenotype pf the mutant is different 
from that in Redei. This is not found persuasive. Just because Redei did not recognize the male sterility as being 
cytoplasmic, does not mean it was not inherently there. 

102 over Martinez-Zapater: Applicant urges that Martinez-Zapater did not find cytoplasmic male sterility associated 
with the chm mutation, while the instant specification doe show cytoplasmic male sterility; thus, the phenotype pf the mutant 
is different from that in Martinez-Zapater. This is not found persuasive because Martinez-Zapater found that completely 
chlorotic sectors produced male-sterile flowers. As CHM acts to rearrange the mitochondrial genome, the male sterility would 
be associated with the mitochondrial rearrangement. Furthermore, just because Martinez-Zapater did not recognize the male 
sterility as being cytoplasmic, does not mean it was not inherently there. 

The exhibit will not be considered because Applicant did not provide a showing of good and sufficient reasons of why 
it was necessary and not earlier presented. 

It is suggested that if Applicant were to file an RCE to be able to get this Declaration considered, that they also submit 
a Declaration providing evidence that the CHM mutations of Redei and Martinez-Zapater could not produce progeny with 
cytoplasmic male sterility, if such is the case. It is noted that Applicant has access to these mutants (specification, pg 46, 
11125).
